  14   SECTION 1.  BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 
  15  MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

  18   (A) Whenever a date of release from confinement in a State correctional 
  19  facility is a [Sunday] SATURDAY, SUNDAY, or legal holiday, the inmate shall be 
  20  released on the FIRST preceding day THAT IS NOT A SATURDAY, SUNDAY, OR LEGAL 
  21  HOLIDAY. 
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   1   (B) THE COMMISSIONER SHALL ADOPT REGULATIONS ESTABLISHING A 
   2  RELEASE PLAN FOR INMATES UPON RELEASE FROM CONFINEMENT IN A STATE 
   3  CORRECTIONAL FACILITY TO HELP IDENTIFY RESOURCES TO ASSIST INMATES 
   4  FOLLOWING RELEASE, INCLUDING THE PROVISION OF TRANSPORTATION FROM THE 
   5  FACILITY FOR AN INMATE UPON RELEASE. 
 
   6   SECTION 2.  AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take
